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SALES AND INHERITANCE TAXES 


"VVe do not think the public at large 


is satisfied with the manner in which the 
federal tax laws have been revised. 
It 


seems quite clear from an analysis of the 
changes that neither business nor the con- 
sumer is likeljr to receive that relief 
which each had expected to receive, and 
which post-war conditions, it would seem, 
entitle them to receive. 
AVe believe it is 


Hie general conviction that the changes in 
the law are more or less of a makeshift 
and do not represent a permanent or satis- 
factory solution of the tax problem. 


As time goes on. we cannot lielp but 


feel that the proposal for a sales tax in 
lieu of the various surtaxes and petty tax- 
es now levied will enlist a larger measure 
of public support. 
AYliether we are to 


have larger or smaller budgets to pro- 
vide for in the years following 1922 
makes no difference. 
If we authorize 


the bonus to the war veterans, which we 
should, there is small likelihood that even 
reduction in armament will -enable us to 
materially lower the national 
budget 


within the next few years to come. 
A 


tax which is sound in principle, however, 
is as good for raising small as for raising 
large revenues. 


The sales tax. it seems to us. is the 


most logical, the most sensible, the most 
equitable, of any federal tax yet suggest- 
ed, with one exception, and that is the in- 
heritance tax. 
The sales tax is easily col- 


lected, it is not burdensome on business, 
it carries the minimum burden to the con- 
sumer. It is effective and it is fair in its 
distribution. It is a visible tax and should 
therefore stimulate public interest in econ- 
omy and efficiency of government. Pro- 
bably the greatest immediate value of a 
sales tax would be the release of produc- 
tive capital, which for the last two years 
has been 'seeking security and returns 
from unproductive investment. 


An investigation of the sales tax as it 


operates in Canada is highly favorable to 
its expediency, its soundness and its just- 
ness. If the United States should adopt 
a sales tax along well considered lines, 
»nd should supplement this with an inher- 
itance tax that broke up huge accumula- 
tions of wealth and confiscated them be- 
yond a certain point, we could do away 
with all taxes that are a detriment to 
business, prosperity aud the general wel- 
fare. 
Effective inheritance taxes are 


equivalent to deferred income taxes, but 
with this advantage that they do not pen- 
;ilize productive enterprise aud produc- 
tive capital.

The probable outcome of the designs to 


refinance Europe are clearer now to those 
wlio hu-k the time to study financial prob- 
lems. 
Europe will provide the credit, 


and the United States will furiiish the 
money. 


It will help us in two ways to reinvig- 


oratc industry in Europe. 
"We cannot 


keep the vast amount of money that we 
have in storage, as it would have the ef- 
fect of confining our trade within our own 
territorial boundaries aud of raising pric- 
es. By lending money to Europe, we will 
enable Europe to buy goods from us and 
to pay us the interest, on its debts. If 
we make the most of our opportuuitjr, we 
can dominate the commerce of the world. 


THE ATTITUDE TOWARD BUSINESS 


It is generally possible for one to see 


things in this world as one desires. Tem- 
perament has a great deal to do with the 
picture projected before the mind or 
senses. 
"We do not have pessimists be- 


cause life itself is dark, but merely be- 
cause they choose to take a dark view of 
life. Similarly, it is true, that mere opti- 
mism does not make good times or happy 
surroundings, under all circumstances, al- 
though in the main this condition of heart 
and mind unquestionably lightens the 
loads, mitigates 
discouragements and 


softens the shadows. 


One can take a hopeful view of 1922 


so far as business is concerned or one can 
take a dismal view. 
There are perhaps 


elements in the situation which, can be 
used to support either attitude. On the 
dark side, for instance, it can be said that 
we have had a year of depression, without 
great improvement. 
The distress in the . 


agricultural sections of the country is 
worse now than it was a year ago. De- 
moralization of the railroads continues, 
unemployment is still widespread, and 
there has been, a rapid decline in our ex- 
port trade, leaving surplus of exports over 
imports in the closing months of 1921 
lower than in the corresponding months 
of years before the war. The economic 
paralysis of Europe has not been cured, 
and there has been increased inflation of 
credit with fresh issues of paper currency. • 
These are facts which can make the pessi- 
mistically inclined revel in misery. 


Now let us take a look at the other side. 


Forced liquidation in trade and industry 
has been completed. The continuous fall 
in prices has been arrested since the mid- 
dle of 1921. If the prices are not rising 
they are not falling, which removes a seri- 
ous barrier to reviving trade. Unemploy- 
ment will necessarily disappear. with 
trade recovery and all indications point 
to renewed commercial activities in the 
spring. There is a general agreement that 
building operations and in fact all lines of 
construction, will reach a high level in 
1922. Low prices for agricultural prod- 
ucts have also brought about great reduc- 
tion in cost of production, -a circumstance 
which eventually will increase the farm- 
er's profit. 
Most of the railroads have 


averted insolvency by heavy reduction in 
operating expenses, and there is no doubt 
that a lowering of freight rates will be fol- 
lowed by a return of extensive commerce. 


A reduction in our export 'trade means 


that what we are selling abroad is on a 
paying basis aaid not on long credits of 
doubtful soundness. 
Kvr-ry political and 


financial symptom shows the whole world 
b"nt upon the solution of the European, 
problem in a serious and constructive 
way. Tho \\ ashiiigton conference will re- 
lieve the world of billions of dollars here- 
tofore wasted on armament and will bc= a 
powerful influence for the preservation of 
peace, indefinitely. 
The forthcoming eco- 


nomic conference in either London or 
Washington may evolve some practical 
plan for restoring European credit and 
bringing about the economic rehabilita- 
tion of those nations which suffered most 
disastrously from the war. 
AVc have an 


administration at. Washington, which is 
determined to make its policy helpful in 
the restoration of Aineri'-an business and 
prosperity. 


The optimistic, -and they constitute 


nine out <>f every ten of our citizens, be- 
lieve that tho conditions on the good side 
of the ledger far outweigh those on the 
bad side. Finally, they are supported by 
the fact that prosperity is the natural or- 
der and that its return is inevitable. The 
only question is how soon it will return. 
Here is where optimism plays an im- 
portant part, for the stronger the opti- 
mism the sooner will we come back to our 
own.

CURE OF INGROWING NAIL. 


Before uncorking tho medicine let us briefly bul 
succinctly recapitulate: (1) Ingrowing nail is caused 
by wearing narrow or pointed shoes or shoes of any 
shape* or size that flare out loo far from the natural 
straight inside, sole line. Normal feet should toe 
straight ahead. (2) There is no such condition as in- 
growing nail. Ordinarily I deny an entity before en- 
tering upon a discussion of the cause, prevention 
or treatment thereof, but in this instance I have 
to be a little more circumspect because nearly any- 
one can see an ingrowing nail if he has one . In 
spite of that there is no such thing. The nail nev- 
er grows in; the flesh irritated and angered beyond 
tho endurance of mortal flesh grows up under and 
over the edge of the nail. Anybody with an ingrow- 
ng nail should be ashamed of himself for two good 
reasons; first, because it comes from ignorance and 
ranity in the selection of shoes, and second because 
it Is less painful and less expensive to cure than 
t is to endure, so whoever suffers from such an an 
noyanco is inexcusably inefficient. 


Under home treatment or self treatment, I appeal 


to the intelligence of the victim by urging the im- 
portance of adopting shoes built to fit feet. About 
he only relief consists in the careful application of 
adhesive plaster strips in such manner as to draw 
he sensitive, inflamed flesh ("proud flesh." or as 
doctors call it, exuberant granulations) away from 
he edge of the nail. This must be freshly applied 
each day. The skin must be clean, dry, free from 
any oil. The plaster must be handled—or rather not 
handled—with a great care for a -touch of the fingers 
o the adhesive surface lessens its adhesiveness. 
The strip, perhaps one-half inch wide or a little less, 
s fixed first on the skin at the edge of the nail, 
nd then drawn around inside and under the toe and 
attached in a spiral fashion. Of course the slight 
ration which any physician can do in his office 
•alue if the same old shoes are worn that originally 
rowded and pressed the protesting flesh against 
he edge of the nail. When the strip Has been ap- 
plied, sprinkle in the groove or upon the "proud 
lesh" some powdered alum. 
The best treatment for ingrown nail is a little op- 
ration which any physician ca ndo in his office 
r at the patient's home, under a local anaesthetic. 
t consists of excision of a wedge of flesh including 
he edge of the nail. This is rather less dangerous, 
ess painful and less disabling than the ingrowing 
iziil itself. 
Sometimes there is severe inflammation from an 
ngrowmg nail. When this occurs it is usually a 
elief to apply large hot moist dressings, to the 
vhole forefoot, a yard or two of gauze kept wet 
with boiled water as hot as endurable, using a table- 
poonful of salt in each quart of wa.ter. Sucii a 
ressing may be worn over night, moistened once or 
wicc in the night, and covered with oiled silk, rub- 
er dam, waxed paper or a woolen cloth to keep ! 
ed clothing dry.

"Official statistics based, on the re- 
cent census show that the average 
family in the two principal states of 
New South Wales and Victoria con- 
sists of lees than two children, while 
in a picturesque and healthy residen- 
tial part of suburban 
Sydney there 
were living nearly 20,000 families, of 
which 10,320, or more than half were 
childless. Less than 4,000 homes in 
the same district had one child, not 
3,000 had two, while 1,500 had three. 
"In the industrial areas of Sydney, 


6,000 of the 14,500 households were 
childless, whilo about 3,000 had one 
child and 2,400 had two."

M. Leon Bourgeois 
had vainly tried to make the allied 
and associated powers admit this es- 
sential truth at the time when the 
foundations of the League of Nations 
were being laid; but without success. 
Sooner or later they will have to re- 
turn to it. Because, as the eminent 
president of the French senate quite 
rightly says, disarmament can only 
be a consequence and not a prepar- 
ation. 


"Tho Washington Conference 
will 


not be entirely sterile, for no real ef- 
fort in favor of peace is useless, but 
the cart has been put 
before 
the 
horse. To limit armaments is not to 
do away with war if on the other 
hand, all the causes and opportunities 
for international quarrels remain, as 
long tun no permanent organization ex- 
ists for making right respected. 
"Is the League of.. Nations, such as 


it is at present, the efficient instru- 
ment of peace that we desired?" asks 
the writer. "Certainly not. Besides 
the fact that all nations, particularly 
the United States, are not represented, 
it also rests on a wrong basis. It is 
made up of delegates of governments 
who receive from these governments 
exact mandates in view of defending 
the interests of the particular nation 
which they represent. 
It can arbi- 
trate, and conciliate but it does not 
judge impartially. 


"We must have no illusions," con- 


tinues the writer. 
"Tho League of 


Nations, in its present form, is not the 
international tribunal in which 
na- 
tions can put their unlimited - confi- 
dence to solve their differences. The 
search for justice must not bo left to 
the personal qualities o£ men. The 
institution Itself must be rationally or- 
ganized. It should be a court of jus- 
tic* composed, not of government dele- 
gates, but of independent and impar- 
tial judges with a purely legal man- 
date, charKod to ensure tho liberty, 
the security of nations, the execution 
of freely concluded treaties, not en- 
croaching on thm sovereignty of na- 
tions, and not assuming to impose in 
ternatlonal legislation on 
all 
ques- 
tions an docs the League of Nations, 
wrongfully, an it seems to us. 
"To carry out tho decisions of the 
supreme court there must be an inter, 
national force. This Is tho only prac- 
tical reality if we want to organize 
peace. And as in all court!rles the elite 
an swell as the people ardently desiro 
peaco they will end by obtaining it."
